Great sums are not handed 


out for use around legislatures unless there is knowledge of what 
the money is to be expended for. The use of large sums to influence 
legislation implies bribery. No wonder Hamilton will not trust 
himself within the jurisdiction of the United States; no wonder he 
refuses to tell what he knows, no wonder McCall and the other 
men who employed him profess ignorance as to how he spent the 
sacks of coin they gave him to use. But why is it that the public 
declines to accept the queer explanations made by McCall, McCurdy 
and other insurance managers? 
Grafters are invariably liars, and 


here is proved grafting and a plain inference of studied criminality. 
It is to be hoped that some way will be found to get at the 
suppressed facts.

Boston has just set an example worthy of imitation. When 


the bankers and bond brokers declined to take a new issue of bonds 
aggregating $2,410,000, unless given a discount, the municipal 
authorities offered them to the public over the counter. The re- 
sult more than fulfilled expectations. The public bought the bonds 
without haggling. The bonds draw Zl/2 per cent interest and run 
for twenty and thirty years. They were first offered, in accordance 
with custom, to the brokerage houses, which declined to take them 
at par, saying they could get more remunerative rates for their 
money. When they were offered to the public, however, investors 
rushed to buy them because the bonds pay a trifle more interest than 
the Boston savings banks do and afford an absolutely safe invest- 
ment. In thus financing its loans without the aid of bond brokers, 
The Hub has taught the country a useful lesson. The banks do 
their bond buying with other people's money, and there is no reason 
why municipalities should not sell to investors direct instead of to 
middlemen. 


The Xew Year Annual of the San Diego Union was an excep- 


tionally fine publication, typical of the spirit of enterprise which 
animates the southern counties. It gives striking evidence of the 
growth of San Diego and the feeling of hopefulness which pervades 
the community.

NEW YORK CITY HOLDS THE RECORD, BUT 


SAN FRANCISCO ISN'T SO FAR BEHIND. 


More divorces are applied for and more are granted in the city of New York than in any other large city of the country*, 


but the number of divorced men residing in New York is relatively much smaller than in any other very large American city. 


There were, by the last enumeration, fewer than 1200 divorced men in New York, of whom 350 were in Brooklyn, while 


in Chicago the number was nearly 2000, and in Indianapolis, which has less population than the borough of Queens, 600. Thertv 
were only thirty-five in (Queens. 
, 


San Francisco, which has almost exactly one-tenth of the population of New York; had by the last census 800 divorced 


men, equivalent in the same ratio to 80,000 in New York, where actually the number is only 1200. 


St. Louis and Washington are two other cities which have an unusually large number of divorced men in proportion to 


their whole population. Portland, Or., a city of 100,000, has half as many as Philadelphia, a city of 1,250,000. Spokane hat 
45,000 inhabitants; Troy, N. Y., has 65,000. Spokane has 200 divorced men among its inhabitants; Troy has fifteen. 


Newark has 30,000 fewer inhabitants than has Milwaukee, which has three times as many divorced men. 
Various explanations of these disparities are given, the most natural one of which is that divorced men in New York Citjr 


remarry; in Chicago and some other cities they don't—at least not to the same extent. New York's record as the city with th« 
smallest number of divorced men in proportion to the whole population is nowher« challenged.—New York Sun.

There was an indignant exclamation

among the men.

bristled up and listened to what was 
to follow. Then I learned that up to 
as late as 1850 married women had no 
separate existence in the eyes of the 
law. 
The 
legal 
Identity 
of

wife was consolidated with that of the 
husband. Legal unity it was called. A 
beautiful idea, perhaps, but this Is the 
way it worked out. , 


ABOUT WHIPPING. 


In Missouri, in 1S20, a judge was ex- 


pounding the law on the subject of the 
chastisement of the wife by the hus- 
band, as follows: "The husband should 
still be permitted to exercise the right 
of moderate chastisement in cases of 
great emergency and to use salutory 
restraints 
In every case of misbeha- 


vior." In North Carolina it was held 
that "a husband cannot be convicted 
of battery on the wife unless he In- 
fllcrts permanent injury." The old doc- 
rfcie is that a husband has the right 
';o whip his wife, provided he used a 
switch no thicker than his thumb. It 
Is needless to say that with such abso- 
lute control ojE her person the husband 


also had entire control of the wife's 
money and property. What Is the state 
of things today? completely changed, 
as you know. 
The husband has no 


control over the wife's person, he can- 
not even restrain her In any way, and 
he has no control of her property. 


IMPRISONED HIS WIFE, 


Here Is a recent case (1891), In the 


matter of restraint. The husband kept 
the wife locked up in a room with an 
attendant, because he was afraid she 
would leave htm. It was held that the 
husband had no right to seize and Im- 
prison his wife. 


I am supposing my readers are mar- 


ried women. That being the case,'let 
us consider just what your rights are. 
If you have any land or houses, money 
or Jewelry, when you married, is your 
right to absolute ownership altered by 
your marriage? No, you are as com- 
pletely owner as If you were single. 
You can give away your possessions, 
or keep them, or sell them, or do ex- 
actly as you please with them, and you 
don't have to have your husband's 
consent, and he can In no way Interfere. 
He has Just one right and that Is this: 
If you don't dispose of your real es- 
tate, and If you don't make a will, then 
at your death your husband has what 
is called a life Interest. That Is, while 
he lives he can use and enjoy the land, 
or get the rent from It, but he cannot 


sell It, or In any way dispose of it, and I claims the whole property.

when he dies It goes to your heirs. 


HUSBAND'S CLAIMS. 


For Instance, Mary Falter died with- 


out leaving a will. She owned real es- 
tate and had quite a sum of money. 
The husband, aftor her death, claimed 
that he was entitled to a.11 she pos- 
sessed, but the court held that he only 
had the rlghtMo the use and enjoy- 
ment of the real estate during his life, 
and that when he died the land went 


she Is not entitled to the whole prop- 
erty, but she Is entitled to her dower,

As to her personal 
husband gets one- 


third of the money, the child gets two- 
thirds. Of course you can give or •will 
your husband anything you choose. 


On the-other hand, what rights have 


you, the wife, in your husband's prop- 
erty? 
A very real and great right. 


Whatever, land or houses your husband 
has when you marry him or whatever 
he afterward acquires, you are entitled 
to one-third life Interest when he dies, 
and he cannot give away or sell any 
of his real estate without your consent. 
Tou have to Join In the deed with him, 
your signature Is a necessary part, and 
the person who gets the conveyance 
without your signature gets It subject 
to your one-third life Interest. - 


WIDOW'S DOWER. 


A married man bought a piece of 


land for which he paid three thousand 
dollars. 
After his death the 
widow 


Here we have Just 


such a case. A wife goes to the grocer 
and purchases groceries, agreeing to 


one-third of the land or one thousand 
i be Individually responsible 
therefor. 


dollars' worth of the land In this case. 
As to the money and personal things 
he possesses. If he still has them at 
his death, you are entitled to one-third 
of them only If you have children, and 
one-half of them If there are no chil- 
dren for the property to go to. 


Next, let us consider what your hus- 


band must give you. He must supply 
you with the necessary things of life. 
You have the right to go out and order 
food enough to live on, and clothes 
to keep you warm, and he must pay the 
bill. In this case the wife went to the 
butcher's and purchased some meat for 
the use of the household, and the hus- 
band also went to the same store oc- 
casionally and bought meat. All the 
purchases are charged to the husband. 
At the end of the month the husband 
does not pay the bills and the butcher 
sues the wife. 
'•'•' .'. 


The butcher cannot recover from th* 


wife, for when you live with your hus- 
band and make purchases for the fam- 
ily and have the goods charged to your 
husband you do not agree to become 
personally liable and cannot be made 
to pay for them. Tou want to be sure, 
though. In making your purchases, thxt 
you do It In your husband'* cam*. If 


The wife when the bill comes In refuses 
to pay. The grocer then sues the hu*- 
band for the amount of the bill. But 
the husband cannot be made .to pay, 
for, as we have said before, a married 
woman can make a contract In her own 
name as If she were single, and If she 
doe* la liable. She Is the one for the 
grocer to sue. 


IS THERE A LIMIT? 


Just here I can hear, some of you In- 


quiring, perhaps, "Is there no limit to 
the contracts a married woman can 
make? Can she contract with her hus- 
band to do the housework?" If you do 
ask that question you have hit on th* 
one exception. Tou see, when you 
marry, a part of your duty as a mar- 
ried woman Is supposed to be that of 
performing the household task*, *o an 
agreement with your husband that you 
should 4o that work and that b* should 
pay you a certain amount for It would 
not hold. He would not hare to par 
you unlera he chose. However, If your 
husband seeded you In 'business and 
asked you to come down to the office 
and help "Urn, and agreed to pay TOO, 
you say that you personally will pay 
for the thing*, then you alone are lla-

The last consignment of such ma- 
terial that will ever leave Peru IB the 
one now on its way to the University 
of California, and Its value is greatly 
enhanced by this fact. 
The Universl- 


ty now possesses the most carefully 
gathered collection of Peruvian an- 
tiquitles In the world and one of the 
largest. 
The entire collection is the 


fruit of Bystmatic excavations by Dr. 
Max Uhle, who is at the present mo- 
ment completing a second period o£ 
two years' residence In Peru on behalf 
of &e University 
This last consign- 


ment from him will arrive shortly, and 
will be unpacked, catalogued, and in- 
stalled at the museum of the anthro- 
pological department of the Affiliated 
Colleges.

ATTORNEY COLLINS' 


BAIL IS REDUCED. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—George D. 


Collins appeared yesterday before 
the 


Supreme Court for the purpose of per- 
suading the Justices that the bail of 
530,000. under which he, is held on two 
charges of perjury In the Superior Court, 
id excessive. 


The court decided that Collins must 


follow the technical method of proce- 
dure In such cases, which consists of 
notifying the District Attorney of In- 
tention to attempt to secure a reduction 
in bail and then making the motion 
before the trial judge. In case the low- 
er court refuses to make the desired 
reduction, an appeal may be taken to 
the Supreme Court. 
The merits of tho 
case were not considered by the Jus- 


tices yesterday, but pimply the modus 
operand!. The defendant argued'his own 
cause. 
He appeared to 
be somewhat 
worn by the constant strain and labor 
to which he has been subjecied during 
the last few months. 


At 4:30 o'clock in the afternoon Col- 
lins appeared before Superior Judge Law- 
lor with Attorneys McPIke and Boarfi- 
man. 
They argued for a reduction in 
the amount of bonds on each 
of tho 
charges of perjury. 
Collins pointed out 
that there was no money Involved in 
either of the cases and that the giving 
of bail was merely for the purpose of 
securing the attendance of the defend- 
ant in court. He was willing that the 
judge should impose any conditions up- 
on him as to reporting to him. and he 
promised that he would always be In 
attendance. 
Attorneys 
McPike 
and 
Boardman also addressed the court. 
District Attorney Bylngrton read an 


affidavit In regard to the defendant leav- 
ing the jurisdiction of the court while 
the Jury was being impaneled 
in 
the 
bigamy case and argued against any re- 
duction In the bail. 


The judge said he would allow the ball 
of $15,000 on the first perjury charge to 
Bland, but would order the bail on the 
second charge reduced from $15,000 to 
$7500. 
Collins will now go back to the 
Supreme Court.
